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This New York apartment is developed in 
the same tradition, yet the interested interior 
designer grasps in vain for parallels by which 
to make comparisons, for the simple reason 
that the apartment is unique, the variety and 
abundance of detail in architecture, color and 
furniture design being nowhere else evi- 
dent in so small an area. 

There are but three important rooms, the 
living room, the dining room, and the bed- 
room, yet the decorative tempo for the en- 
tire apartment is cadenced for today’s living 
in a manner seldom seen except in much 
larger apartments. 

The door opening from the hall has been 
enlarged so that the apparent size of the 
living room is not only increased but one also 
has the impression of being within the room 
even while still in the hall; the cleverly de- 
signed curved dividing wall is another means 
of leading one easily and naturally into the 
pleasant living room without effort. 









The focal point of the living room is the 
simple mantel treatment with its allegorical 
mural executed in egg tempera by Mordi 
Gassner, in which are coalesced the vari- 
ous colors distributed about the room. Fur- 
ther dramatic interest is contributed to the 
room by low built-in cabinets flanking the 
fireplace and extending the entire length of 
the room. Boxes of soil have been set in 
the top of the cabinets for a collection of 
cactuses grown by the owner, and light 
may be flooded from behind the plants with 


lumiline lamps to impart a novel and highly 
pleasing effect. The green of the plants 
contrasts pleasingly with the wine tones in 
the room. Glass shelves in the corners of 
the wide niches accommodate objets d’art, 
and this brilliant glass note is given further 
emphasis on this side of the room by the 
bolection molding surrounding the fireplace, 
and the glass and bronze andirons; opposite 
is found a long vertical console mirror and 


a crystal bowl for flowers. 
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The interesting beds derive spe- 
cial interest because they are 
set within a shallow recess, are 
joined together with a single 
headboard and may be easily 
swung apart on rollers to allow 
the bed linen to be arranged. 


The studied relationship between curved 
and straight surfaces has been seized with 
excellent ect by the designer as a 
means of increasing the available space 
throughout t he convenient apartment. 














The importance of the living room lies 
in the treatment of its color scheme. The 
two long walls are painted a light yellow, 
and the two short end walls are painted rasp- 
berry, the result forming a friendly contrast 
of colors and an illusion of increased width 
in the The carpet is the identical 
color of the natural bricks surrounding the 


room.

Bookshelves 
have been set into the curving walls and sug- 
gest the possibility of more being added if 
there were more books to be accomodated. 
The lighting of the books is noteworthy, for 
all the titles can be read—and that seldom 
happens in even the best of libraries. 

The two paintings by Rockwell Kent have 
been set into the wall without any frames, 
one over the fireplace the other on the op- 
posite wall. The general illumination comes 
from columns which terminate the pleasing 
sweep of the curved walls. The light which 
might come in the two windows by day has

a library there are also four lamps suitably 
placed and shaded with white so that there 
is actually plenty of direct light for reading. 
One unusual bit of lighting is a small niche 
facing the entrance wherein stands a small 
figure, the whole so well illuminated that it 
provides a pleasing glow at the entrance.

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Fo months past the eager eyes of interior 
designers throughout the world have been 
turned to France—and to the International 
Exposition of Art and Crafts which has 
opened this month in Paris. For this Ex- 
position, instead of having its interest di- 
rected to some commemorative event in the 
past, is steadfastly turned toward the “glory 
of the future.” More than fifty nations are 
represented, and each country, whether it is 
America, Italy, Germany or England, exhibits 
not only the difference of its everyday pat- 
tern of living, but strives to evoke for the 
spectator its individual design for living in 
things to come in architecture, inventions and 
manufactures. 

In the realm of contemporary arts and 
crafts, prominence has been given to art 
industries, with the object of stimulating 
closer partnership between the artist who 
conceives and the craftsman who gives form 
to his designs. This serves to encourage the 
creation of new styles, and to prove that orig- 


inality and taste, as well as sound workman- 
ship, can find their place in the humblest ob- 
jects—a fact which interior designers every- 
where will maintain. This Exposition of 1937 
therefore is the synthesis of progress in Mod- 
ern, a vast panorama of the achievements of 
our world civilization. 

Lighting is the leitmotif of the entire Ex- 
position. A single switch-board controls the 
whole intricate system, and the operator, like 
an organist at his keyboard, floods the Ex- 
position every night with symphonies of light. 
In addition a series of brilliant fétes on the 
Seine has been planned to reveal new de- 
partures in lighting effects. 

And a liaison exists between light and 
music: the Eiffel Tower every night is trans- 
formed into a giant spectacle of color in ex- 
traordinary effects never seen anywhere be- 
fore, and under the arches are the Pavilions 
of Cinema, Radio and Television, with music 
sounding from distant New York or Moscow. 

The Foreign Sections occupy the place of 
honor, and extend from the Trocadéro to the 
Champ-de-Mars, including the Trocadéro gar- 
dens, and the embankments on both sides 
of the Seine. The palaces and halls erected 
by each country alternate with gardens, in 
full harmony with the general scheme of de- 
sign, which facilitates open air exhibits. 

The American Pavilion is a real ambassador 
of the United States. It is erected on the 
bank of the river Seine, with a tower as high 
as Parisian regulations permit, and is con- 
structed entirely according to American meth- 
ods. The typical set-back design, an Indian 
motif, shows the ideas behind the present 
method used in American construction. Prod- 
ucts of American manufacturers, designed by 
leaders in their craft, prove to the world that

One of the most attractive features for the 
American visiting the Paris Exposition is the 
Regional Center, presenting a picturesque 
variety of French provinces. Here, in ten 
acres of the old Champ-de-Mars railway sta- 
tion, one is able to visit the numerous prov- 
inces of France, many of which, because of 
their out-of-the-way location, one would be 
unable to see on a short vacation trip.

PAINT FOR 


P ass appears as one of the essentials of 
good living from prehistoric times down to 
the present, and if we can believe the oracles 
it will be even more important in the days 
after tomorrow. The cave dwellers felt the 
urge for ornamentation and so decorated their 
walls with pictures. Perhaps they didn’t call 
it paint then, but it was certainly some kind 
of pigment mixed into workable condition 
When it 


dried they had gay and amusing pictures 


which they put over the wet clay. 


which may have recorded true stories or per- 


haps just dreams they wished might come 
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true. From the tombs of early Egypt have 
come to light paintings which might be de- 
scribed as brilliant even after several thous- 
and years. And in Greece, the official home 
of the world’s finest architecture, they loved 
color, and the glorious Parthenon and _ the 
lesser temples on the Acropolis were all re- 
splendent with painted decorations. Pompeii’s 
great charm can be largely attributed to the 
glowing colors painted on walls and _ floors 
and furniture. It would seem that this sub- 
ject of paint is not exactly a problem of the 
twentieth century. 





In the current fields of architecture and 
interior design quantities of paint are used 
on almost every job, most of them selected 
without much thought except as to color. 
For years we have painted our box-like rooms 
all one color with perhaps a lighter tone for 
the ceiling. Recently we have discovered the 
advantages of having one wall of one color, 
the second of another hue, and perhaps a 
third of a third hue. The ceiling may match 
one of the walls, it may be lighter or darker. 
The good academic rules have been disre- 
garded, and the floor may now be the lightest 
area in the room with the ceiling the darkest! 





~~ 


In these days we are learning how to re- 
place daylight and get the most out of our 
artificial illumination, and so we are learn- 
ing more about paint. It has been proved 
that shadows can be emphasized or elimin- 
ated with paint, that rooms can be made to 
appear larger or smaller dependent on how 


the walls are painted. We have learned what 
paint will do in the line of psychological 
color reactions, but we have only copied the 
ancients in discovering how useful it can be 
as decoration. We can have our paint shiny 
or dull as our problem demands. We can 
bring out certain architectural features with 














a contrasting hue of paint, or we can efface 
them if they are obtrusive by the same means. 
Altogether paint seems to be the magic wand 
with which one can work wonders on inter- 
iors. During the last few years, particularly 
since Modern design has taken such a strong 
hold, more thought has been spent on the 
texture of paints as well as on the color. 


Paint may be defined as a liquid, contain- 
ing in suspension a solid colored material 
known as the pigment, which is applied to 
surfaces both for decorative and protective 
purposes. Paint is made by mixing the solid 
pigment with a liquid medium, technically 
































































































































called the vehicle, and the varying methods 
of combining these elements make the differ- 
ences in qualities of paint. In manufacturing 
a good quality of paint the dry pigment, a 
finely divided insoluble colored powder, is 
mixed with a sufficient quantity of the ve- 
hicle to convert it into a stiff paste. That 
mix is then put through a special grinding 
process so that each particle of pigment is 
coated with the vehicle. Finally it goes to 
a mixer where enough thinner is added to 
give it the proper consistency, and lastly the 
drier is added. (Water and casein paints are 
left in either dry or paste form.) 

When interior designers speak of paint in 
regard to work on interiors they invariably 
have reference to oil paints, so these will be 
discussed first, and then lacquers, water 
paints, and caseins in the order named. The 
usual mix for interior paints include in ad- 
dition to the pigment, oil or varnish as a 
vehicle, turpentine and a drier. The finest 
paint is made by a very fine grind—the orig- 
inal mixture of pigment with the vehicle— 
for in this way the dispersion of the pigment 
is even, so that when the paint is applied 
there will be no uneven color patches, no 
shading or spotting. The finer the mix the 
greater body and covering power the paint 
will have. The oil (heat-treated linseed or 
other drying oil) serves to coat each tiny 
molecule of pigment and acts as a binder. 
The same result can be obtained by the use 
of certain elastic copal varnishes or Chinese 
wood oil (Tung oil) varnish as the medium. 
This Chinese importation is expensive and 
sometimes difficult to obtain, but nothing 
else seems quite to take its place. Turpentine 
or other volatile thinner is necessary to give 
the paint such consistency as will make it 
flow easily and simplify the application. 
Both the turpentine and the drier (included 
so that the paint will dry more rapidly than 
if only oil were used) evaporate readily leav-

ing only the oil and pigment which dries 
into a kind of solid elastic skin which covers 
and protects the surface underneath. It has 
been said that the life and quality of a paint 
is dependent upon the oil used, but without 
the pigment the oil would not be at all effi- 
caceous. A coating of oil would not hold to 
the surface underneath and would soon lose 
its elasticity and would not be impervious to 
air and moisture. It is the blending of the 
ingredients which makes the perfect covering. 

As pigments are the first essential to all 
paint, they had best be classified first. There 
are four general classes: (1) the earth colors, 
which must be removed from their natural 


deposit, washed, dried and sometimes cal- 


cined, include such tones as_ mineral 
browns, ochres, umbers, cadmium, siennas, 
and natural iron oxides such as Indian red, 
Venetian red, etc.; (2) the fire process pig- 
ments, (ultramarine blue for instance) made 
by combining various chemicals at high tem- 
peratures; (3) the fume pigments, such as 
lamp black, the resultant carbon from burn- 
ing oil or gas without sufficient oxygen; (4) 
the chemically pure pigments which are 
formed by precipitation. 

These chemical pigment colors are used ex- 
tensively for ready-mixed interior paints. They 
can be roughly divided into two groups—in- 
organic, including chrome colors and_ iron 
blues, and organic, those derived from coal 
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tar or vegetable coloring matter. More chrome 
yellow is used than any other c.p. color, not 
only just as it comes, but in combination to 
make a variety of tints. Combining chrome 
yellow with one of the iron blues (steel, Chin- 
ese, Milori, Prussian, etc.) produces chrome 
green, the most important class of greens. 
Toluidine and Para reds are the two best 
chemical reds, though the latter has the ob- 
jectionable characteristic of bleeding. The 
lake colors, royal, carmine, crimson, violet, 
etc., which are obtained by precipitating or- 
ganic dye on an inorganic base are now fre- 
quently made synthetically by aniline dyes. 
Madder lake being one of the fastest colors 
available is frequently combined with less

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sturdy hues, though it, too, can now be made 
synthetically. 

Though price should never be considered 
as an index of value it is interesting to note 
that most paint manufacturers have to charge 
a higher price for certain reds and greens be- 
cause the original pigments are so expensive 

the most expensive pigment being maroon. 
Oranges and blues are not so dear, yellow 
still more reasonable, and brown the cheapest. 

With this wide range of pigments from 
which to select the manufacturer has to have 
complete knowledge of their various idio- 
syncracies. The paint must hold its true 
color, it must be permanent to light if pos- 
sible, it must not bleed, it must form a con-

cealing coating over the surface to which it 
is applied, it must not be affected by climatic 
conditions, and it must have endurance. The 


pigments help in determining these factors, 
but the vehicles are even more important. The 
usual ready-mixed interior paint available to 
the consumer consists of the pigment mixed 
with raw or boiled linseed oil, or a mixture 
of the two, a small portion of turpentine or 
some substitute for it, and a still smaller 


quantity of liquid drier. 

The medium used for high gloss paints— 
enamels—is either elastic copal varnish or 
wood oil varnish. The less varnish there is 
included the flatter will be the resultant sur- 
face. Quick (cellulose

paints) have as a base a solution of nitro- 
cellulose mixed with suitable solvents. For 
the artist’s tube paints the medium is often 
poppy-seed oil or sun-bleached linseed oil to 
retain the purity of color in the pigment. 
The medium for artist’s water-color paints is 
usually a solution in water of gum arabic, 
albumen and size. Casein is used as the ve- 
hicle for that particular type of paint which 
will be discussed later. 

Obviously there are many paints available 
in the markets from which to make the wisest 
selection. The interior designer, like the mas- 
ter painter who knows his job thoroughly, 
knows immediately which is the better kind

musical instruments and of models and 
sketches of scenery and costumes. Here, too, 
will be found a large auditorium which is a 
laboratory of the theater, and the building 
has been so designed as to permit the pre- 
sentation of great spectacles. 

Other important buildings of the Exposi- 
tion include the Modern Art Museum, the 
Pavilion of Light, and the Ice Palace. The 
Pavilion of Light, as its name indicates, is 
devoted to a presentation of illumination in 
its various aspects, and constitutes one of the 
most important exhibits of the Exposition. 
The Medern Art Museum has been built on 
the Quai de Tokio, and is surrounded by 
beautiful old trees. Here may be seen a 
complete display of paintings and sculpture 
of the Modern school. The Museum is one of 
the permanent buildings, and after the Ex- 
position will house some of the contemporary 
works now crowded into too small a space at 
the Luxembourg Palace as well as works of 
art being shown at the Petit Palais. The In- 
ternational Ice Palace is an interesting and in- 
structive building situated between the Pont 
Alexander III] and the Pont de Alma. Here 
in a building of two floors—one on the Quai, 
the other on the Cours-la-Reine—with a 
tower one hundred and fifty feet high, one 
may view the latest processes of scientific re- 
frigeration. The tower is covered with snow 
during the entire Exposition, and at night 
is illuminated by enormous projectors; dur- 
ing the day snowflakes fall on straw hats! 

Everything concerning Craftsmanship and 
Agriculture will be found at the Porte Mail- 
lot, and all along the banks of the Seine rise 
the halls of the industrial group, among them 
being those of aluminum, oil, rubber, leather, 
chemical products, plastics and metals. 

The Exposition has ten main entrances and 
seventeen smaller gates. There are nine sub- 
way stations, and a railway from the Invalides 
station to Versailles also runs through the 
grounds. Besides the omnibus lines, the fa- 
mous little Seine steamboats provide an 
agreeable means of reaching the Exposition. 
All roads lead to Paris!

The cabinet pieces, 
two in number but both specially designed, 
consist of a piano and, opposite, a large 
commode, developed in macassar ebony and 
polished bronze. 

One wall of the dining room has been re- 
moved so that the living room is ingeniously 
divided into living and dining spaces, the 
inlaid linoleum floor giving an effect of spa- 
ciousness to both rooms. The eye leads 
easily into the living room over the curved 
wall with its windows which are curtained 
on a roller track with a loosely woven cro- 
cheted fabric in graduating wide stripes of 
gray, white and soft yellow. These same 
tones are repeated in the mohair upholstery 
of the specially designed furniture. 

Much of the charm of the bedroom is due 
to the furniture specially designed for par- 
ticular spaces, the entire ensemble being re- 
lated to the decorative scheme. The beds 
derive special interest because they are set 
within a shallow recess, are joined together 
with a single headboard and may be easily 
swung apart on rollers to allow the bed 
linen to be arranged.

The 
curtains, hung flush from a curved track 
in the ceiling, are of chenille and bouclé 
developed in raspberry and coral. The bed- 
spread contributes a dominant softening note 
of turquoise blue. 

Noteworthy as a satisfying solution to an 
architectural problem, and offering conveni- 
ence at the same time in accommodating 
clothing from gloves to hats, is the built-in 
clothes closet in this apartment. The closet 
was converted from a pair of small, narrow 
closets at one end of the bedroom, and the 
new arrangement not only gives added space, 
but with its stack of eight shallow drawers 
with large polished bronze knobs affords a 
decorative feature for the room as well. 

The kitchen, if not the most important 
room, is certainly as attractive as any of the 
less functional rooms in the apartment. The 
built-in cabinets with their curved ends are 
particularly noteworthy inasmuch as_ their 
location for service was a factor to be con- 
sidered as well as their design; the circular 
ends revolve to reveal open shelves for stor- 
ing china glassware and bottled beverages.

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deeper pink than the walls. Chairs and sofa 
are covered with dotted pink satin, and one 
biscuit-tufted Victorian chair is remarkably 
upholstered in deeper rose-pink. On _ the 
antique easel placed near the window is a 
painting by Howard Rothschild which in- 
cludes not only the pink and rose but several 
of the deeper purple tones. 

Mrs. Wood has used plaster extensively, 
perhaps the smartest thing being the deep 
bullion fringe dipped in plaster which finishes 
the wall at the ceiling line. The arch of the 
recessed window, which includes concealed 
lighting, is delightfully designed in modeled 
plaster. In addition there are tables of plas- 
ter with heavy plaster fringe, there are lamps 
molded from plaster, one of them topped with 
a huge horsehair hat which serves as a 
lamp shade. The modern French tables which 
combine slender brass frame-work with glass 
tops are exceedingly well done and by their 
lightness relieve the over-plastic quality of 
the entire room. One wall is dominated by a 
mantel on which reposes an urn_ heavily 
draped in funereal fashion—all rendered in 
plaster. Even the least practical person must 
admit that such quantities of soft-finished 
plaster present a real problem in maintaining 
even a semblance of cleanliness. 

James Pendleton in his Penthouse Living 
Room has proved that a sizeable room can 
be adequately lighted without any lamps or 
fixtures. There is good general illumination 
with no harsh shadows or bright spots of 
light apparent. Either side of the wide win- 
dows are white plaster columns topped with 
plaster urns which conceal] the lighting. Two 
landscapes of John Singer Sargent’s and a 
lovely portrait by Mary Cassatt are all per- 
fectly lighted without any suggestion of an 
obtrusive light ray. Pale yellow, grey and 
white with high-lights of red provide a suc- 
cessful color scheme. The antique red lacquer 
cabinets placed either side of the fireplace are 
a strong contrast to the pale yellow wall, 
while a handsome white lacquer commode 
dominates one end of the room. The large 
sofa is upholstered in a new gray-violet hue 
rendered in wool. There are a pair of de- 
lightful red Venetian chairs with pale yellow 
satin seats, and a rare Louis XVI blond wood 
chair with yellow satin cover.

of paint to use on each job, for he under- 
stands the conditions and knows the result 
which he wishes to achieve, whether it is that 
flat chalky surface which has been so very 
popular, or whether it is that slightly glowing 
surface which is growing in popularity. He 
knows too, whether the particular color in 
which he is interested will best hold up in 
this quality of paint or that. It is well that 
the interior designer has the master crafts- 
men with whom he can work, but it is also 
necessary that he recognize certain problems 
so that he can better understand and cooper- 
ate with the painters. 

The ready-mixed paint which is now avail- 
able in such a wide range of colors is of 
great assistance, for made according to care- 
fully regulated formulas there is little differ- 
ence to be noted from the color selected. But 
beware of cheap paints in which a soft resin 
varnish or mineral oil has been used, for they 
will deteriorate rapidly. Be careful, too, of 
the cheap paints created for a price market, 
which are not full-bodied paints but extended 
by an extra amount of whiting. 

Enamel or varnish paints come in such a 
wide variety that selection there becomes a 
problem. Good varnish is used as a medium, 
the greater the quantity the higher the re- 
sultant gloss. The best enamels which take 
twelve to eighteen hours to dry include as 
the medium a mixture of heat-treated linseed 
oil and the Tung oil which gives a tough hard 
surface, unaffected by climatic conditions. The 
quick-drying enamels (2-4 hours) are made 
by using a synthetic resin base which leaves 
a hard surface with a high gloss. A good flat 
paint is really a flat-drying enamel with less 
varnish in it and more thinner. Some have 
wax dissolved in the varnish to give a more 
perfect flat mat surface. Lacquer, made from 
the best c.p. colors, with its quick-drying 
properties is more difficult to handle than 
enamel because it dries so rapidly and is best 
applied with a spray-gun. Though it is 
highly inflammable it dries quickly into a 
tough durable lustrous surface which is im- 
pervious to climatic changes, petrol products, 
etc. Metallic paints, (aluminum, copper. 
bronze and so on) made by mixing the 
ground metal leaf with suitable varnish media, 
dry with a surface which is _heat-resisting.

Next in importance and growing in pop- 
ularity are the so-called water paints. We 
have known calcimine for a long time as the 
easily applied water paint good for ceilings, 
but impractical for walls as it spotted easily 
and rubbed off. It is really a dry distemper 
made by combining whiting with either glue 
size or casein in a thorough mix in which 
only lime-fast pigments can be used. The 
latter is essential because these water paints 
are frequentiy applied over plaster or con- 
crete with a lime content and such colors as 
Prussian blue or chrome yellow would be 
burned out by the lime in a short time. 

But more important for decorative use are 
the casein paints which use water as a thin- 
ner but not as a medium. They have many 
points in their favor, for they are less ex- 
pensive than the usual paint, they provide a 
very flat mat surface, they are easily applied 
and can even be used on wet plaster. Though 
the best c.p. colors are used and casein is 
not cheap, the lower cost results from using 
water as a thinner. Unlike regulation water 
paint they are washable, and as they are 
available in a wide range of colors have a 
definite place in the paint world. Casein is 
an insoluble white product belonging to the 
chemical family of albumin which combined 
with a simple alkali makes the best medium 
with oil or varnish for a water paint. The 
most popular casein paint is sold in paste 
form, though the dry type is still favored by 
some painters. Casein paint dries quickly, 
covers the surface remarkably well, and in 
most instances only one application is neces- 
sary for complete coverage. If a second coat 
is required because of the condition of the 
under surface it can be applied just a few 
hours after the first coat. Because it dries 
with a mat surface the brush strokes are apt 
to show unless it has been stippled or sprayed 
on. The resultant film is good and can even 
be used as a foundation for the application of 
another type of paint. This new type of 
casein paint is well worth investigation.

As you see it today, there is a 
compromise, and I can see you are waiting to 
ask me why we made so many compromises 
in this. We were perfectly willing to defend 
them and did them because they were neces- 
sary to make the restoration a success.
